The question now, he said, is the 
duty of the committee as to the holding 
company, Which the Legislature created, 
und the Massachusetts savings banks. 

It may be well, he said, that the 


_money in Massachusetts be invested in 


the state rather than in the West, but 
he did not wish to urge that phase of | 
the question.

PARIS—The French aviation syndicate 
‘has brought suit for the annulment of 
‘the Wright patents in France. The peti- 
tion after setting up the general claim 
‘that the Wright brothers both in America 
‘and in France are trying to obtain a 
‘monopoly in mechanical flight, declares 
‘that the petitioners are prepared to prove 
‘that patent No. 342,188 granted in France 
to the Wrights on March 24, 1904, has. 
been forfeited under the law requiring 
‘the exploitation of an invention in France 
within three years of the date of patents. 
| The petition also asks the annulment 
of two subsequent patents taken out on 
Nov. 18, 1907, on the ground that other 
patents had priority.

Any person purchasing a bond of $100 
or more may purchase a lot of land 
with a house thereon, paying therefor at 
the rate of $15 per month until the price 
fixed by the commission has been paid. 
This price, it is provided, shall be as 
near 'the actual cost as possible with the 
addition of 5 per cent.

MR. TAFT SCORES 
NATION'S EDITORS 


CHICAGO—The President today deliv- 

ered two brief’/addresses to the reporters 
of Chicago and to the members of the 
Traffic Club. In the talk to the re- 
porters he told them he was glad to meet 
the “plow-handlers of the newspaper 
world of Chicago.” 
‘“T mean.” the President added, “the 
men who do the real work and are not re- 
sponsible for the editorials. I say this 
because I am astounded at the many 
hyprocritical statements, the unsound 
arguments and the unjust conclusions 
that I read daily.” 


The President went on to say that it 
had gradually come to him that he could 
stand the batterings he is getting and 
that his skin is getting thicker. Contin- 
uing, he said: 

“It gratifies me exceedingly, after 
aving borne the attacks so long, to see 
one newspapegfian ,writhing under the 
criticism of the opposition. The men 
who get and print the news are not the 
men I object to. Those who combine 
their service of the press with states- 
manship—the statesman-correspondents 
who are reformers down to the ground 
and who print the news which favors 
their cause, or. who print the news so 
that it will favor their cause, are the 
men I refer to.” 

The President concluded by assuring 
the newspapermen that, while he has 
served only one fourth of his present 
term, “[ have learned more ,f that one 
year than I expect to learn \n the next 
three.”

The return of this company exceeds 
the interest paid by two and one half 
times. ~The whole of this stock and guar- 
antee, he said, must be* wiped out  be- 
fore the bonds of the holding company 
would be impaired. This would mean 
practically wiping out the whole railroad 
value in New England. 

Mr. Bates then took up the invest- 
ments which are now authorized by the 
legislature for savings banks and said 
that none of them were as secure as ‘the 
investments which he had just outlined. 
These investments are, he said, the notes 
of the railroads, the bonds of street rail 
way companies, the bonds of telephone 
companies, the stock of bank and tyust 
companies, the notes of three or more re- 
sponsible persons, the notes of associa- 


bonds or notes of gas and electric com- 
panies, and the note of a responsible 
borrower secured by the stock of rail- 
road companies. 

Ex-Governor Bates weil in answer to 
Chairman Turtle that he believed that 
the bonds of the company he represented 
should not be taxed. The result of this, 
he said, would be greater investment in 
New England. 

In answer to Representative Bailey 
he stated that these investments should 
be permissive to the banks and not 
mandatory. This, he said, answered one 
of the objections of Speaker Walker. 

Speaker Walker was then heard. .He 
said, in part: 

“I do not approve of the recommenda- 
tion contained in the inaugural address 
of the Governor, to permit savings banks 
to invest in the bonds of the Boston 
Railroad. Holding Company. These bonds 
are based simply upon the stock of the 
Boston & Maine railroad guaranteed by 
the New Haven road. In the estimation 
of financiers they may be a,sound and 
safe investment. There are many good 
securities, however, in which for suffi- 
cient reasons our savings banks may not 
invest. 


“Savings banks under our law are not 
permitted to invest in the stock of rail- 
road cexporations. There is no valid 
reason to’ my mind why we should at 
this time make'an exception to our gen- 
eral policy in favor of these particular 
bonds.. It is not sound policy to make 
such special exceptions in our savings 
bank law. 

“The railroad situation in Massachu- 
setts is not yet entirely settled. A ‘com- 
petent commission has recommended that 
the financial eondition of the New Haven 
road be investigated. It is proposed to 
expend vast amounts of money upon the 
Boston & Maine system, and just what 
the immediate effect of such expenditures 
will be upon the dividend-paying ca- 
pacity of that system is not perfectly 
clear. : 

“I do wish to Be an obstructionist. I 
wish to see that great railroad system 
developed. I believe in the legislation of 
last year granting a charter to the hold- 
ing company, for which great credit 
should be given to the Governor. I re- 
joice that railroad men and financiers 
with adequate resources are offering to 
develop the Boston & Maine system as 
they have developed and are developing 
the New Haven systm. We should let 
bygones be bygones, recognize that the 
question of unification is settled and now, 
for the good of New England, we should 
meet these men halfway, encourage and 
not discourage them. What we all want 
now is the development. 


“But when we come to the question of 
investments for savings banks, we are 
not dealing with a transportation prob- 
lem. We should consider the interests 
of — and their interests alone. 
We should make it plainly known to our 
savings bank depositors that the invest- 
ment of their money is mad¢ purely and 
solely in their interest. With the sav- 
ings bank situation such as it is today 
it is doubly important to establish confi- 
dence and to do nothing to create dis- 
‘trust. Incidental benefit to the company 
issuing the securities should never be 
given weight in determining the main 
question, viz., are the securities_in ques- 
tion a safe and proper jnvestment for 
the deposits of the wage earner and of 
widow and %rphan. 

“Theretore, until this railroad situation 
becomes more settled, until the proposed 
investigation of the New Haven be com- 
pleted, until the value of these bonds be- 
vomes established, and especially until 
the trustees and the officers of the sav- 
ings banks themselves, come forward 
with some approach to unanimity and 
ask for permission to invest in these se- 
curities, such permission should not be 

granted. We do not want our savings 
bank deposits to be used to bolster up 
any securities.”

The Repertory theater began its ca- 
reer with a tragedy in four acts; it now 
presents-to its devout listeners a debate 
in one sitting, Good listeners, the andi- 
ence at the Duke of Yorks must be, if 
they are prepared to sit for three hours 
and hear talk, unceasing talk, nothing 
but talk, until the curtain finally dams 
the overflow of Mr. Shaw's volubility. 

‘True, the cur\ain falls twice in the 
course: of the evening, but it is only 
for the purpose of giving the audience a 
“breather,” before they again turn their 
earnest attention to the “debate,” which 


is correctly defined in the dictionary as 


“strife” or contest.’ 

Galaworthy has given to the British 
play-goer a tract; he has in “Justice” 
put the consciences of his audience on 
the rack in order that he may get at 
their good sense, For a few minutes an 
actor, in dumb show, does what the most 
impassioned oratory could hardly expect 
to do, namely, present his case in a per- 
fectly realistic picture. Bernard Shaw’s 
method is different to Galsworthy’s, but 
he is also a yealist. Shaw’s characters 
suy What the majority of people would 
acarcely whisper, what many would 
hardly admit to themselves, what many 
more do not even know they are think- 
ing. 

Yet when these enormities are said 
hy the people of Shaw’s creating, not a 
few are conscious of hearing things they 
would have expressed if they could, 
things they would rather have avoided 


i 


‘hearing if it were possible, things that 


they recognize to be true though they 
were unconscious of their entity. It 
must be admitted that this is not the 
general opinion of Mr. Shaw’s work. He 
is allowed to be “very amusing” and “of 
course very clever” but “absurd” even 
“preposterous” and sometimes a_ public 
danger quite reasonably and _ properly 
suppressed. Possibly Mr. Shaw’s un- 
bridled glee at his unpopularity among 
many of his critics may account for 
some of the feeling he seems to excite, 
perhaps his assumption of really know- 
ing may be annoying to others who are 
innately conscious of their own om- 
niscience. 

Shaw administers his castigation with 

generous impartiality; his friends need 
to have as thick hides as his opponents. 
“My friends like it,” he would probably 
say, “they will lick my hands all the 
more eagerly for a tanning.” There is 
a fair amount of truth in this; hero 
worship is as often as not a ridiculous 
affair; it will endure unspeakable indig- 
nities to the amused amazement of the 
profane. 
_“Misalliance” is described as a debate. 
Picture two cats on the tiles, a dog in 
the yard, a parrot on the windowsill, 
and other birds, beasts and reptiles all 
doing their ‘little best to make their 
particular noise according to their own 
sweet will, and it‘ is possible to get an 
idea of Mr. Shaw’s debate, minus a 
chairman, and with a fine disregard of 
any sort of discipline. In short, it is a 
realistic picture of human opinions un- 
restrained by conventionalism, unchecked 
by those laws that have come to be 
known by the name of “manners.” 


Bernard Shaw discloses the fact that 
human opinions have no chairman, and 
if there seems no particular reason why 
the play should end when it does, and 
many of Mr. Shaw’s sincere friends wish 
it ended a little sooner, it is because 
the characters are engaged as sagely as 
the March hare and the hatter at the 
famous tea-party, and no one will con- 
tend that putting the dormouse into 
the teapot was a logical conclusion ,to 
that entertainment. “If you don’t know 
you are being agreed with, how are you 


to know you are not a foo] ?” asks John }.

The 
author wisely does not call it a play, 
and as a debate ite glory lies in its 
inconsequence, The characters, and what 
they say are “the thing,” and that the 
actors leave the impression they are 
most accomplished artists speaks for the 
fact that the parts they are playing are 
admirably drawn. It must_be admitted,’ 
though, that the author and the players. 
have good reason to congratulate oye 
another. 

Tarleton believes that he was meant 
for literary fame, if success in underwear 
had not reduced him to being an “in- 
glorious Milton,” though certainly not a 
“mute” one, “Read Gray’s Elegy,” this 
universal provider of learning on the 
hire system would certainly add. Mys. 
Tarleton has to admit that the exalted 
phraseology she had acquired was an ex- 
otic that never would get quite acclima- 
tized. Their son was of the opinion that 
he possessed a monopoly of good sense. 

“DraW a line and make fhe other fel- 
lows toe it; that’s what I call morality” 
was his standard of conduct. “Bunny” 
believed in “the tyranny of tears.” 
Hypatia chased ‘what she wanted up hill 
forthe pleasure of being chased down it. 
Each character, in fact, works hard to 
get what he thinks he sees, and appears 
generally td fail in attainment. 

“Misalliance” is a good thing to re- 
member, and will be a good thing to read, 
but Mr. Shaw has written such good 
plays it may be hoped that next time it 
will not be a debate.

ruccio Busoni at his recital in Jordan 
hall Wednesday afternoon—Beethoven’s | 
sonata, op. 111, Chopin's 24 preludes and 
Liszt’s sonata. 
brilliantly performed by the pianist and | 
eagerly listened to by his audience. Most 
of those who attended the recital would’ 
probably say that Busoni’s playing: had | 
the quality of soul to a far greater extent | 
in the Chopin preludes than in the Bee- 
thoven and Liszt sonatas, but they would 
all agree that it had the quality of in- 
terest throughout the program. 

The secret of Busoni’s holding the at- 
tention of his listeners from the first to 
the last note of the long, unbroken 
sonatas was doubtless in his reading 


jthem in a large, epic,manner; in his 


unfolding their design minutely without 
allowing their chief, underlying thought 
to become obscured in episode and detail. 


Busoni comes into the modern piano 
field with an extraordinary mechanical 
equipment and with ideas of tone and 
methods of phrasing all his own. Both 
in his performance of Beethoven's “Em- 
peror” concerto with the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra on Saturday evening 
and in his playing at the recitai he 


‘| proved that his tone and phrasing are of 


greater importance in the general sum of 
his expression than his technique. In the 
recital his tone was far more helpful to 
bringing out the thought of Beethoven 
and Chopin than of Liszt. He’ has so far 
fought himself free of tradition that he 
can successfully interpret Beethoven and 
Chopin in his own tonal terms. But he 
has methods of phrasing to which the 
structure of all three composers readily 
yields up its meaning. Busoni can carry 
a phrase over a break in the tone, he ran 
also stop a phrase and begin a new one 
without discontinuing the tone; and his 
power to do these thing enables him to 
sustain interest in sonatas that have no 
pauses between the diffe rent movements. 
Such phrasing necessarily has unusual 
intellectual force behind it and is espe- 
cially effective in a work like Beethoven’s 
last sonata. 

The phrasing was of a different sort 
for the melodies of the preludes than for 
the themes of the longer works. On the 
whole it was not much unlike that of 
other pianists, and in these Ittle works 
Busoni’s originality had to find its outlet 
in tone shadings. The same preludes 
sounded well that have sounded well 
under other hands, the seventh, the fif- 
teenth and the one which Busoni, the 
composer, amplifier of other-men’s music, 
has made the subject of one of his re- 
modelings, the twentieth in C minor. 

The recital was one of the most sue- 
cessful that has been given this season. 
when pianists have so much complained 
of neglect. There was the usual applause 
and the consequent applause music tliat 
attend an appreciated artist.

given them of belonging to an opera 
— of the first rank. Now that Mr. 
Russell has been appointed associate 
\director of the Metropolitan opera house 
‘of New York and the prices at the Bos- 
ton opera house are to be raised to the 
$5 standard, it behooves all Boston artists 
to do their best. The “Barber” was one 
of the works jn Mr. Russell’s San Carlo 
repertory and it probably gave him less 
trouble in preparation than anything 
else he has yet produced at the new 
opera house. 

Mme. Lipkowska is a practised Rosina 
and, as it happens, an original one. Con- 
stantino is no stranger to the role of the 
Count, and he proves as facile a hero of 
comedy as of tragedy. Mr. Fornari, Mr. 
Tavecchia and Mr. Mardones are not 
great exemplars of the parts they took 
in the drama, but they entered into the 
spirit of it. just the same as if they 
were, and gave good assistance in the 
singing. As for the men in the Italian 
contingent of Mr. Russell’s chorus, they 
stand ready to do their part at a day’s 
notice in some 40 operas, of which the 
“Barber” is one of the least. Mr. Conti 
gave the sparkling music of the orches- 
tral accompaniment its due, led the sing- 
ing with genial precision and controlled 
the acting ensemble to a just balance 
between comedy and farce. 

Mr. Russell, as in his other Italian 
productions, gives the “Barber” in the 
spirit of the dramatists on whose work 
the opera is .pased.

INSURGENT ALLIES 
AGAIN AID MINORITY 
TO DOWN SPEAKER 


WASHINGTON — The Howse Demo- 
crats and insurgent Republicans, al- 
though the regulars took radical meas- 
ures to forestall a repetition of their 
defeat over the question of the mainte- 
nance of an automobile for the speaker, 
Wednesday scored another victory over 
the regulars even more decisive than the 
first. 

On an appeal from a decision by 
Speaker Cannon in the matter of prece- 
dence for a joint resolution, the House 
voted against the speaker by a vote of 
163 to 111.

Analysis of American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Com- 
pany’s Statement Reveals 
Wonderful Business Growth 


FUTURE OF COMPANY 


What is considered by far the most 
favorable exhibit of earnings ever shown 
for a given fiscal period was recorded by 
the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Company for the 12 months ended Dec.

The report contains considerable data 
relative to the material. reduction in 
the cost of telephone service last year, 
as compared with 1895, 1900, 1905 and 
1909. For Bell exchanges aggregating 
some 700,000 stations with opposition, 
the méan minimum rates for 1909 were

for residence, as against the mean min- 
imum rates in 1894 of $68.10 for business 
and $56 for residence.

The Worcester 
Telegram speaks thus of Lilienthal’s own 
invention: 

He has invented a flying machine that 
he says can be navigated with one third 
of a horsepower, starting from a house- 
top anywhere. That means that it can 
be navigated by a man with his own 
strength, as a person pushes a bicycle, 
without any artificial power, and that it 
will start on flight without a push along 
on wheels. That is the’ ideal for the 
beginner at aviation, and to it may be 
atided all the power desired later on for 
more speed or for carrying more weight 
than the one person. The inventor says 
it also means that men can fly in all 
kinds of weather as well as the birds.

Prosper 


The Danish farmers, living as they do 
on or near the seacoast, are great. export- 
ems of dairy stuff. England is so big a 
customer that the Danes in fun reproach 
their neighbors with eating up their but- 
ter, and leaving them only oleomargarin. 
“Yet,” says F. M. Butlin in “Among the 
Danes,” “they are not all of that way of 
thinking, for one old farmer asked us if 
we could not persuade our fellow coun- 
trymen to eat butter with théir cake. 

“Tf you ask how the Danish farmers 
manage to keep pace with our (the Brit- 
ish) increasing appetite for Danish egys, 
butter and bacon, the answer is, they 
cooperate. The butter which is exported 
is made in their cooperative dairies. The 
eggs are exported by cooperative socie- 
ties. If a Dane has only one egg he can 
export it—always provided it be a good 
eg. No mistake must be made about 
that. Before the eggs are packed for 
export, down in the cooperative factory 
on the shore, they are held over a basin 
filled with electric light, when all defects 
can be detected with the naked eye. It is 
no use for an old egg to pose as a young 
one then. Each egg is marked with the 
owner’s number and the number of his 
district; the owners of bad eggs are fined. 
No less than 18,000 Danes belong’to. this 
one society. Here, too, butter is: packed 
for the English market.”—From_ the 
Youths Companion.

“The male blackbird is a lazy fellow,” 
he says. “I have watched the same pair 
year after year. They nest in one of 
the trees near the north entrance to the 
White House, and always it is thé female 
bird that does all the work. She gathers 
the twigs, the soft earth with which the

Mayor Gaynor plainly inti- 
mates that ‘“plain-clothes’’ duty is a:medium for extorting money 
from those who sometimes transact business in violation of the law. 

The mayor, ever since he entered City Hall, has been engaged 
in a laudable attempt to elear away the corruption that he says still 
infests the police department despite efforts in recent years to 1m- 
prove it.. He thinks it inevitable, if policemen in plain clothes are 
permitted to enter saloons, that they will take money to stayrout or 
to see nothing wrong if they go in. He would have such service 
done by men in uniform, so that every one may see and know that 
they are policemen. Mayor Gaynor claims to have accurate informa- 
tion that the Chinese have been paying money to the police for pro- 


tection, ‘This will be no longer necessary, he says; if the Chinamen 


will come to him he will see that they get protection without paying 
for it. Fortunately for New York, its mayor is likely to have his 
way.

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Who 
Shall Own 
the Air? 
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HIsTORY appears to be making itself rather 
rapidly these days. On its freshly-turned 
pages it is writing of some things that seem 
to be altogether new. Among the records of 
unfamiliar things that it is jotting down for 
the perusal of coming generations, the more 
striking innovations with which it has to do 
are those relating to the air and the use and 
ownership thereof. The German Emperor 
has voiced the opinion that the atmosphere 
above his country must not be utilized as a means for enabling flying 
machines of another country to come floating above his cities and 
fortresses for the purpose of studying their strength and means for 
defense. 

This opinion seems to be founded on good grounds, and is one 
that is certain to prevail with the further development and employ- 
ment of aircraft. Just what are to be the international rights of air- 
ships engaged in commercial pursuits remains to be found out. It 
cannot be doubted that there will be universal rights to the use of the 
air, for otherwise the value and pleasure of air navigation would be 
largely done away with. Whether there should be a limit to the near- 
ness to the earth’s surface which air craft must observe when im for- 
cign territory is already being discussed. 

Still another question regarding universal rights to.the use of air 
has been raised in relation to its employment for the purpose of carry- 
ing on wireless telegraphy. This is an issue of much importance and 
one that must receive immediate attention. The matter is so wholly 
without precedent that it must be settled without the aids afforded by 
citing the conclusions which men have reached under previous similar 
conditions. For this reason it should receive careful thought. There 
is now a bill before Congress which provides for the licensing of land 
and sea stations for wireless telegraphy. This bill is being opposed by 
the Junior Wireless Club of New York city and by other amateur 
operators elsewhere, who maintain that the passage of the bill will

stifle the wireless amateur and will tend to establish a wireless trust

with a practical monopoly of the air. The amateurs claim that they 
themselves are actively engaged in trying to find a way to prevent 
interference of messages, and that since Marconi was hardly more 
than an amateur when he invented wireless, they may, if unhampered, 
aid in the perfection of his discovery. 

Who shall own the air is now a question for world-wide debate.

unexpected and merciless attack upon the 
administration bill on Tuesday, the regular 
Republicans, discussing the matter among 
themselves, consigned the Iowa insurgent 
leader to the Democratic side of the chamber. 
Cool and careful students of contemporary 


politics will not be slow to say that in taking 


this attitude the regulars run the risk of f 
placing themselves in a ridiculous position. . Under the Roosevelt 
regime, it will be remembered, the regulars exhibited on several occa- 
sions no small degree of indignation and resentment because, as they 
held, the White House was trying to force its policies upon them. 
In the present instance it may not be the case that the administration 
is employing, or attempting to employ, undue influence or pressure, 
but Senator Cummins cannot rightfully be adjudged guilty of dis- 
loyalty to the Republican party because he finds, or thinks he finds, 
in Mr. Taft’s apparent solicitude for the railroad bill ground for 
complaint similar to that discovered by the regulars in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s time. ) : 

It is by no means necessary to indorse Senitor Cummins’ attt- 
tude toward the President, or toward the railroads, or even toward 
the regular Republican organization, in order to recognize his con- 
sistency and to admire his fearless honesty.

It vould be folly for anybody unacquainted with the actual condi- 
tions prevailing in the railroad business at this time to say whether the 
corporations should comply with the demands of the men. But there 
is one point that we should all keep in mind. Prosperity of an excep- 
tional character is not only admitted to exist by the railroads at pres- 
ent, but it 1s claimed by them, and it is evident to the public. It should 
mean increased earnings. It should mean increased profits. And it 
should mean better compensation for the employees. 

The prosperity of the railrodds has not meant always in the past, 
however, the prosperity of the railroad worker.” Rather has it meant 
increased dividends for the stockholders and increased expenditures 
of a general character. This kind of prosperity is one-sided. A rea- 
sonable and equitable share for the workers would be conducive to the 
establishment of more harmonious relations. It would make for a per- 
manent industrial peace that, viewed either in a material or moral 
light, would be a priceless boon to the country. 
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WHILE the people of the old world are honoring former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the South American republics are receiving Mr. 
Bryan in fine style. Perhaps no other American citizen has ever had 


so much distinction for the official position he sought to win, but did - 


not, as is now being shown to the only three-times-defeated candidate 
for President: That in itself 1s a distinction that is notable and worth

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IF SPRING is not actually here it is. close 
enough at hand «to make consideration of 
certain outdoor opportunities timely and per- 
haps profitable. This is said, however, with 
special reference to town and suburban resi- 
dents who are in the possession and enjoy- 
ment of back lots, or back yards, as the case 
may be. It will be stale information, of 
course, to those tho have made gardens in 
the past, that twelve feet square of land 
properly and thoroughly cultivated will furnish vegetables enough 
to supply the table of a family of average size, and employment 
enough to keep an industrious man pleasantly occupied through the 
most of his spare hours in the growing season. 

Very materially to reduce the present high cost of livingS the 
owner of a back yard at this time of year needs but to take a few 
simple steps. He will first of all rake up the lot, making piles of the 
rubbish, tin cans, bottles, paper, rags and miscellaneous litter which 
time has accumulated. He will be surprised at the amount of refuse 
he will be able to collect and pack into barrels for the scavengers, 
and then he will be more surprised to find how inviting a repellent 
back yard may be made by a few hours of earnest and honest toil, 
Should he never get any farther than this he will have done well. 
But he is bound to go-farther. He will spade up a patch, say, twelve 
feet square. He will buy a load of black dirt to mix with the soil. 
He will sprinkle over the mixture, according to its needs, a pound 
or two of fertilizing matter. He will visit the seedsman’s and get a_ 
catalogue, and he Will sit down with Mrs. Backlotter and select the 
seeds desired. He will lay out his beds. He will buy the seed and 
plant it. As soon as the weather becomes warmer he will be on the 
watch for the first appearance of green above the soil. 

_ From that time to the close of the season, if he have the real 
gardening fervor, his garden will be a delight to him. The wonder 
is, when the matter is looked at in the right light, that every man 
who has a back yard does not cultivate it, and that every man who 
has not a back yard does not get one. For, to say nothing about the 
econonnical side of it, a back yard properly taken care of more than 
pays for itself in the pleasure it affords the faithful cultivator.

eral Japanese public. Count Komura, the Japanese minister of’ for- 
eign affairs, expresses the opinion that war with the United States 
is inconceivable, that “it would be a crime without excuse or 
palliation.” , ) 

So much for Japan. As to the American attitude, the govern- 
ment at Washington has repeatedly announced that no controversy 
of a momentous nature exists between this country and the authorities 
of Nippon. The immigration issue, which at one time threatened 
to prove troublesome, has been adjusted, at least for the present, and 
American relations with the Japanese are entirely amicable. 

Some attempts have been made to throw blame upon American 
missionaries for alleged efforts to foment discord between the Jap- 
anese and the Coreans. Secretary Arthur J. Brown, of the Presby- 
terian Board of Foreign Missions, who not long since returned from 
the far east, states that in a conversation he had with the late Prince 
Ito he asked point blank if the prince had any complaint to make 
against the missionaries. The prince said he had none whatever. On 
the contrary, he spoke in the highest terms of their work. 

Thus the spirit of peace appears to prevail everywhere except 
in the talk of the professional Jingoes and representatives of certain 
trusts which might profit by hostilities.

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‘On the contrary, Congress refused to provide for such examinations, 


the reason given in the debates being that it was “impractical.” The 
congressinen wanted to reserve to themselves the right to revise the 
lists of enumerators and special agents, but Durand prevented this by 
requiring examimations to be held and special agents and enumerators 
to be appointed on their merits, absolutely without regard to political 
affiliations. Now the pieless politicians, who have discovered that 
Durand is a “college man” and an “uplifter,”’ are referring to him as 
‘another one ofAhose reformers.’’ The outlook is for a thorough and 
businesslike census: 
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
